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EXPLANATIONS IN ORDER 

The release on parole of a repeatedly con- 
victed criminal, by the prison and parole com- 
mission, revealed in a letter written by Judge 
Jesse M. Wood of Fulton criminal court, to 
Vivian Stanley, commission chairman, should 
result in an investigation of the release and 
Surrounding circumstances and an explanation, 
to which the public is entitled, by the commis- 
sion. 

Parole, when properly handled, is a valuable 
factor in the penal system, yet abuses such as 
the release last week of Lockett Easley, negro 
bootlegger and lottery operator, will soon erase 
any possible good arising from the provisions 
of the law. 

Undoubtedly there is a satisfactory reason 
why the parole body took the action, but with 
all respect to the members of the commission, 
it is indicated there was a serious mistake 
made somewhere along the line. The citizens 
of Georgia who support the courts and the 
penal system are entitled to know why and 
where and how the error came, and to the as- 
surance that a repetition has been safeguarded 
against. Under the best of parole systems er- 
rors in judgment are inevitable, but the record 
of Easley precludes the possibility he was re- 
leased under the theory that he evidenced a 
change in heart warranting this freedom. 

Within 10 or 11 years Easley had been con- 
victed four times of bootlegging and three times 
for lottery offenses. Even more serious is the 
fact that he also was convicted during that 
time of carrying concealed deadly weapons and 
of driving high-powered automobiles at a reck- 
less rate of speed through the Streets of At- 
lanta, endangering countless citizens. 

Yet the commission, apparently disregarding 
his previous record, released Easley from serv- 
ing a justly deserved sentence. The public 
should be told why this has been done. 


THE IMPORTANT FACT. 


In a recent careful summary of the national 
business condition of today, one of the largest 
investment houses of the country points out 
that while only about one-fifth of the business 
decline since the high point of 1937 has so tar 
been recovered, the important fact is that the 
trend has changed from decline to advance. 


Added to this note of optimism, is the fact 
that present evidence points to further indus- 
trial expansion during the next few months. 


However, it must be remembered there will 
be no actual improvement during the coming 
fall if the increase is limited to the usual sea- 
sonal quickening. The fall of the year brings, 
almost autotnatically, an increase in industrial 
activity. Automobile manufac.urers and deal- 
ers are introducing their new models, harvests 
are largely completed on the farms, setting 
loose a new flood of money into business chan- 
nels, and merchants are buying more heavily, 
filling their shelves for the winter and the 
holiday trade. ~ 


Any increase therefore, that really counts, 
must be in addition to the expected seasonal 
gains. 

Businessmen all over the nation are hoping 
for this. They are watching to see if the great 
spending-lending program of the federal gov- 
ernment will suffice to lead the nation back to 
recovery. It is yet too early to evaluate the 
results in the terms of genera! business. 

If the indices for the coming fall show sub- 
stantial gains, in addition to the automatic 
seasonal increases, there will be that much at 
least to the credit of the pump-priming pro- 
gram. If this added increase does not come, 
the nation will be reluctantly forced to the con- 
clusion the billions of federal money have been 
spent in vain and the taxpayers of the future 
will be forced to pay a bill “for value unre- 
ceived.”

DELVERS AFTER ART 


Those delvers into previously unexplored 
places are continually turning up objects of 
art, literature and information pertaining 
thereto which theretofore simply “did not ex- 
ist.” Not so long ago a totally unknown violin 
concerto by the German, Robert Schumann, was 
discovered and later supposedly played for the 
first time, save in the imagination of the com- 
poser. The projected penetration of a tomb in 
England, which may contain works of Shakes- 
peare, and his contemporary, Bacon, is expected 
to prove or disprove, permanently, the already 
doubtful Baconian theory. 


Walt Whitman, the American poet, who died 
only a comparatively short time ago, 1892, was 
thought to be near enough to the present gen- 
eration that practically all his works were 
known. But only recently, Dr. Joseph Auslan- 
der, poet and author, while browsing among 
the files in the library of congress in Wash- 
ington, came across an index card directing at- 
tention to an old trunk stored in the basement. 
Greatly to the astonishment of Dr. Auslander, 
who thought he knew all about Whitman, the 
trunk was packed with previously unknown 
notes, clippings and unpublished poems of the 
poet. 


Further research revealed the trunk and its 


contents had been purchased by the library of 


congress from Whitman’s landlord, who pre- 
sumably had been holding it as security for the 
proverbial poetic back-rent. It was then stored 
“safely” away in a room filled with other un- 
classified material and forgotten. 


Measured by the slovenly condition of the 
material, it bears out the well-known Whitman 
characteristic—a man who cared little for form 
in poetic style or orderliness in personal ap- 
pearance. Like so many men of his type, he 
spent much of his time knocking about the 
waterfront, lounging in dives and visiting the 
tougher sections of the city, where he indulged 
in long and intimate associations with that ele- 
ment forming life’s lower stratum. 

Although it will require six months to de- 
cipher and arrange the material, interest will 
not wane in the possibility of discovering some- 
thing of a worthwhile nature. May the delvers 
after art continue to be rewarded with impor- 
tant discoveries. 


REASONABLE REGULATIONS 


Fulton county’s board of health has com- 
pleted an 18-month task of revising health and 
sanitation regulations, and has asked public 
co-operation in making this county the “health- 
iest in the state.” The regulations, the first to 
be adopted by a county government unit, mark 
a forward step. Good citizenship demands that 
the regulations be complied with fully. 


A look at the main requirements of the new 
regulations reveals that keeping within the law, 
with such a worthy end in view, should not be 
too difficult. The five major requirements are: 
a permit from the Fulton County Health De- 
partment to engage in business as a garbage 
collector; tarpaulin or canvas covers over tops 
of all wagons collecting garbage to prevent any 
trash or refuse falling over sides of trucks; 
waterproof bodies on all equipment used in 
hauling and transporting garbage; signs on 
trucks of private collectors bearing the Fulton 
county garbage collection permit number; a 
full description of the method and places pro- 
vided for disposal of garbage. 

“We want to make an appeal to the public 
to co-operate in the enforcement of these rules. 
We want universal compliance in order that 
we will not have to resort to force,” said Jere 
A. Wells, of the health board, when the regula- 
tions were announced.

A NEW THREAT 


Italy’s Il] Duce last week pointed, in effect, 
a revolver at the heart of Great Britain. Os- 
tentatiously he winged his way across Medi- 
terranean waters in his own fleet bomber to 
inspect new fortifications and air fields on the 
island of Pantelleria, becoming the first mem- 
ber of any Italian government in recent years 
to visit the possession.- The island lies in the 
Mediterranean about 60 miles from Sicily and 
little more than 50 miles from the nearest coast 
of Tunisia. It is less than 30 miles from the 
British “life line of empire” route across the 
Mediterranean. 


The small island, hitherto a mysterious blue 
outline to the ships that passed it by, takes 
on a new status then, in the defense plans of 
the British navy. It lies about 150 miles west 
of Malta and in the opinion of some observers 
may serve to offset the value of this British 
base. 


The visit was the first public indication of 
the island’s development since the Ethiopian 
war, when its commanding position in the Med- 
iterranean narrows first attracted attention. 
The fanfare attached to Mussolini’s visit fur- 
ther intensifies the distrust with which France 
and Great Britain have been viewing Nazi and 
Fascist military displays.

A PROMISE TO PAY

John M. Perry, a citizen of New York, pur- 
chased a Liberty bond of the United States and 
holds that bond. It is a promise to pay him 
$10,000 in gold of the weight of 25.8 grains to the 
dollar. Under the New Deal devaluation the 
dollar slumped to 15.5-21 grains of gold value. Mr. 


Perry is again calling on his country to pay him 


according to its promise to him. The supreme 
court probably will not decree that the United 
States pay the bond in pursuance of its written 
contract. Members of the supreme court in sym- 
pathy with the New Deal will find a way to decide 
that a promise to pay by the United States is 
not a promise to be carried out. Many countries 
that borrowed from the United States have de- 
faulted on their promises to pay. SfMall any Amer- 
ican blame the French, the British, the Italians, 
the Austrians? The United States can and does 
find billions of dollars with which to sprinkle the 
country and keep it in good humor with its gov- 
ernment. We do not envy members of a court 
confronted with the task of setting aside a promise 
written in plain English, however they persuade 
themselves that it is a necessity.

THE CAPITAL PARADE

a little more than a 
month, the third term has been a serious topic. It was about when 
the President left on his fishing and pudging trip that the time 
ended when only the foolish rich would tell you, “That man Roose- 
velt will run again, you mark my words.” Now leading New Deal- 
ers, Democratic politicians of the utmost eminence, and sympa- 
thetic and informed observers are all discussing the third term with 
perfect solemnity. 

Where does all the talk come from? The answer is simple, if 
surprising. It originates in the group of liberal advisers around 
the President. It can be stated with certainty that thcse men have 
no higher authorization for passing the word, yet they passed it. 

Cynics will have an easy explanation. They will say that the 
President’s advisers love their power, and would perpetuate it. And, 
for once, they will be wrong. The men around the President have 
their faults, but self-interest is not one of them. Without excep- 
tion, they have refused vastly profitable offers to remain in their 
present posts. Without exception, their loyalty to the President and 
to the cause of their own brand of liberalism cannot be questioned. 
The truth is that they conceive the third-term talk to be in lib- 
eralism’s interest. 


“The President is now fighting to recon- 
struct the Democratic party,” they tell you. 
“He wants to reconstruct it, because, in 1940, he wants his party 
to nominate a successor who will carry on the New Deal. If he 
loses his fight, he will have to run agam, because the old-line 
Democrats wouldn’t take another New Dealer, but could not turn 
the President down.” Pe , | 

In justice to the disinterestedness of the administration liberals, 
it must be said that they are now trying hard to avoid the third- 
term alternative. As the remark quoted above implies, the pri- 
mary purge and the whole program for the reconstruction of the 
democracy is intended solely to make it possible to nominate a 
New Dealer in 1940. The danger is that the third-term alternative 
offers such an easy way out that the struggle to reconstruct the 
democracy won’t be waged as unrelentingly as possible. 

Leaving on one side the dangers of the third-term precedent 
and the other conservative arguments, there are solid considera- 
tions which should make the most sincere New Dealers think twice 


about the third term. 

DISQUIETING DISCOVERIES In their cross-country wan- 
derings this summer, your 

correspondents set out with open minds, anxious only to discover 

what the effect of a third-term race would be. What they dis- 

covered was disquieting, from the point of view of the men now 

talking third term. 

In the first place, the ancient tradition against third terms still 
has surprising pulling powers—and not only among the people who 
would naturally view with distate four more years of Roosevelt, 
In Kentucky, for example, three of the President’s rare whole- 
hearted admirers in the upper hierarchy of the press were asked 
what they thought. They were all bitterly opposed to the third- 
term idea.

“Roosevelt is a magnificent front man for a liberal program. He’s 
done a great job. But the people won’t stand anyone, however 
nice his smile, for 12 years. They’ll turn on both him and his pro- 
gram. Get a new front man, and the program can go on.” 

The second point was equally interesting. One man made it 
thus: “You know well enough what sort of campaign it will be if 
Roosevelt runs again. It will be a camaipgn of appeals to preju- 
dice, of vituperation and personal charges,. It will be conducted in 
a vigilante spirit. There’s a definite chance he would be beaten, 
in which case the vigilante campaigners would become vigilantes 
in office. And. if he won, you. would still have transformed the 
conservative opposition from its present harmless, comparatively 


decent state to a vigilante opposition.

JACKSON, Ga., Aug. 22.—(#)— 
Georgians “have made up their 
minds,” ex-Governor Talmadge 
said in a campaign address today, 
“that they are to choose a senator 
who will represent the people and 
not one who will represent the bu- 
reaucrats or the utilities of the na- 
tion.” 


“The record of Walter F. George

This 
French author had written a book

character named Phileas Fogg was 
supposed to make a round-the- 
world trip in 80 days, making use 
of “liners, railways, carriages, 
yachts, trading vessels, sledges and 
elephants,”

Fogg did not make the trip in 
real life, but the idea was the im- 
portant thing.
